Supporters of the HOLL have 
asserted that under the plan of 
forced agency liquidation spon- 
sored by Congressman Everett 
Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, private 
loan companies could buy only the 
“good” mortgages and leave the 
HOLL with the uncertain or “bad” 
ones, thus causing the agency to 
sustain a large loss, which would 
be paid by the taxpayers. Gov- 
ernment officials have said re- 
peatedly that if the HOLC were 
permitted to proceed with an or- 
derly liquidation as planned, it 
would break even in the end. 

A post-card survey by Jeffries’ 
league showed that private con- 
cerns in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County have promised to buy 
three million dollars worth of 
HOLL. assets, exceeded only 
Jackson County, with five million 
dollars. 

“With proper co-operation from 
other Missouri lenders,” Jeffries 
wrote, “we feel like all the loans 
in Missouri CHOLL loans) can be 
sold for par, and that now is the 
‘proper time for the disposal of 
same. 

“There is no need for a Govern- 
ment bureau in the home financ- 
ing business as plentiful as 
money is now in lending institu- 
tions. In order to eliminate a 
bureau of this type we trust you 
will give this your very scrious 
consideration.” 


As has been pointed out by the 
Post-Dispatch, the Government 
bailed out the private loan organ- 
izations when they were in finan- 
cial straits in the depression, and 
now that these mortgages have be- 
come sound and profitable, they 
are eager to regain them.

ALLIED BOMBERS

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, April 18 
(‘AP).—Allied airmen dropped a 
heavy, but undisclosed, tonnage of 
bombs on Hollandia, Dutch New 
Guinea, Sunday, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur announced today.

Soviet Planes Sink Transport. 

Russian reports from Sevastopol 
indicated that the German com- 
mand has not been able to ac- 
complish a Dunkerque-scale 
evacuation, although in the last 
few days the trapped Axis troops 
have tried to get out of the bat- 
tered port on any kind of craft 
they could find, as the cannonading 
of Russian guns echoed over the 
city and bombers raked the docks. 


The dispatches said many Ger- 
mans and Romanians were still | 
stranded on the docks of Sevasto-: 
pol as planes of the Soviet Black 
Sea fleet kept up their attack 
on the enemy’s evacuation ships. 
The Soviet command reported the 
Russian airmen sank a 3000-ton 
transport and “a speed invasion 
barge” and damaged other ships 
in an Axis convoy which was en- 
route to Sevastopol yesterday. 

One of Tolbukhin’s columns 
yesterday captured Mekenziya, 
only two miles north of Sevasto- 
pol, which is built on the chalk 
cliffs south of Sevastopol Bay. 
This group was only a mile from 
the north shore of the bay, re-. 
ported strewn with sunken enemy | 
evacuation ships, and was atriking 
along a road skirting the eastern 
end of the bay, 

On the eastern side of Sevasto- 
pol another Russian column cap- 
tured Cherkez-Kermen, eight 
miles outside the city. Between 
this force and Sevastopol lie 
Inkerman and Malakhov Hill, 
Sevastopol’s last natural defenses. 
The capture of those hills ended 
the eight-month Axis siege of the 
city in July, 1942, and also in the 
Crimean war in 1885. 

A third Soviet force fought its 
way into Verkhny-Chorgun, a 
road junction six miles southeast .

German General Killed. 

The German communique 
serted that “more groups of the 
German garrison at Tarnopol had 
fought their way forward to other , 
Nazi formations which had ad- 
vanced in fierce offensive bat- 
tles.”

Now 
that our armies are still fighting 
and our fatherland has been saved, 
they are out to beat us again— 


this time they are annihilating 
our socialism with their pens.” 

Having discovered no .evidence 
of the “new capitalism” in the 
press or in the words of authori- 
ties, the correspondents then scur- 
ried around to embassies and li- 
braries in search of the article tn 
“Under the Banner of Marxism, 
August, 1943,” which started the 
speculation about a momentous 
economic change in Russia. The 
very last sentence of this article 
is a quotation from Lenin, read- 
ing: “In a socialist society, sur- 
plus value goes not to the class 
of owners, but to the working 
folk, and only to them.” This one 
sentence contradicts any assump- 
tion of a capitalist revival, new 
or old style, in the land of the 
Soviets. 

None of us has found anywhere 
the least justification forthe claim 
that Stalinism is supplanting 
Marxism or is in any way depart- 
ing from or repudiating Marxist 
teachings. On the contrary, the 
article offers clarification and re- 
affirmation of Marxist teachings 
in terms of the existing social and 
economic achievements of Russia. 

The only new thing, as far as 
the writer can ascertain, is the 
distinction drawn between monop- 
oly capitalism in the Fascist coun- 
tries and in the so-called bour- 
geois democratec lands, It repeats 
Stalin’s indictment of Hitlerism 
and Hitlerites as “the chained 
dogs of German plutocracy, 
greedy, bloodthirsty, murderous 
landslaves of the German Junker

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The Fuse to India’s TNI 

What would the five gagged British news cor- 
respondents in Burma tell the world if the censor 
would permit them? What is it so important 
for them to say that, unless they are allowed to 
speak it, they feel that anything they may report 
is a distortion of the true situation, and they 
would better report nothing at all? Why has 
Japan’s invasion of Manipur State, on the Burma 
border of India, taken on the stature of a major 
campaign? 

The fact is that Manipur State has become the 
fuse by which the astute Japanese hope to set 
off the powder keg of India. This all-important 
aspect of the invasion has been the subject of 
the most stifling censorship; little, if anything, 
is known about the effect which the invasion 1s 
producing upon Indian discontent, or upon Allied 
ability to resist the invaders. The complete 
omission of news on this vital point is itself 
news of a startling order. It is a very strong 
hint that the truth is much worse than is known 
outside India and that the British are fearful 
of the consequences if it becomes known. 

India presents a danger to the whole Allied 
cause because injustices there have been per- 
mitted by our British ally to persist too long, and 
with too little alleviation, A great point has 
been made by the military, in other theaters of 
war, that the “political should not be allowed to 
become a military obstacle, yet in India it has 
hecome just that. One of the greatest military 
dangers in the China-India-Burma theater is the 
political unrest in India, 

How can Viceroy Sir Archibald Wavell, ignor- 
ing the momentous politico-military issues which 
hang in the balance on the Manipur rice plains, 
eontinue to contend that the present is no time 
for further attempts to reach a settlement with 
India’s parties? Are we certain that there will 
ever be a better time? A foe wise in the wiles 
of politics, as of war, is doing his utmost to 
bring it about that there shall never be any 
other time at all. 

Why should not the British adopt the proposal 
which liberal Englishmen have proposed: to 
confer with the India parties and offer them a 
popular government within the Empire immedi- 
ately, with a start now upon a 10-year economic 
plan for the country. Because British policy in 
India is endangering the victory, It is a legitimate 
concern, not of the British Empire alone, but of 
all the United Nations.

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The Ills That Coal Is Heir To 


The treatment which the London Economist 
recommends for the British coal industry, in an 


article reprinted on this page today, is needed 


by the coal industry in the United States as well. 

Palliatives and patchwork have worked out in 
both our countries just about as badly as they 
might sensibly have been expected to work out. 
In this or that time of crisis, murmurs in favor 
of attacking the causes of labor unrest in the 
coal fields—instead of merely trying to hold 
their results within bounds—are heard until the 
crisis is past, and then are heard no more, 

Yet we shall not make headway until govern- 
ment and business become willing to face up to 


the whole problem, and to adopt correctives as, 


sweeping as the ills. The new price-control meas- 
ure, based on the now-defunct Guffey Act, and 
introduced in the House the other day, is a step 
in the right direction, but only one of many 
steps that will need to be taken. Inequities of 
wage structure, feudalism of management, eco- 
nomic isolationism of miners, suicidal competi- 
tion among producers—these are ills which, as 
the Economist says of the British coal problems, 
cannot be mended by a little tinkering. 

We should not wait for another crisis before 
beginning, not only to think of the root causes 
of our mine labor troubles, but also to act upon 
them purposefully and boldly. 
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An Investment Must Be Made 


Two particularly important proposals were laid 
before the Municipal Airport Commission yester- 
day afternoon. One called for $90,000 to blue- 
print and prepare complete engineering data on 


a metropolitan airport program. The other called 


for the employment of an aviation expert as as- 
sistant to Mr. Kinsey. The funds are available, 
raised by bond issue for the specific purpose of 
putting St. Louis abreast of other cities in the 
race for aviation supremacy. 

The commission, penny-wise, voted Mr. Kinsey 
the authority to apply for only $5000 from the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, although 
it gives sensible indication of approving addi- 
tional expenditure when the first stage of survey 
is completed. The second proposal was tabled 
and must be given fresh consideration at the next 
meeting. E 

While the CAA moves ahead with its national 
plan for airport development with Federal funds, 
St. Louis must not penuriously nurse its available 
capital instead of investing some of it in a bold 
bid for some of that money. It will not be spent 
in the St. Louisa area as a result of a polite re- 
queat on pink notepaper. It will be spent only 
if the city Is ready with its own program, blue- 
printed, detailed, convincing, and if Mr. Kinsey 
, half his time 
furthering that program in Washington. 

In the past, St. Louis has faced its aviation 
needs with impoverished imagination and a shoe- 
string. In the years that the Federal Govern- 
ment has been spending $800,000,000 on non-mili-

tary airports, or $6.15 for every person in the 
United States, this city’s share was less than a 
million dollars. Estimating Greater St. Louis’ 
population at 1,500,000, the area’s share should 
have been $9,225,000. In terms of strategic Mid- 
western location and importance as a transpor- 
tation center, it should. have been even larger. 

The next budget placed before Congress will 
provide for further Federal expenditure toward 
the nation-wide system of major and minor air- 
ports that Washington’s aviation experts consid- 
er essential to the country ‘as a whole. The com- 
mission cannot expect the city’s case to be heard 
if it is prepared on the same old shoestring. 
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Importance of Small Business 

If we are to enjoy economic health in the Unit- 
ed States when the war is over, conditions must 
be favorable for the establishment and operation 
of small business entetprises. This’ was made 
clear in the analytical article by Charles G. Ross 
in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, which was one in a 
series on “Men and Jobs After the War.” 

Despite the tremendous importance of the large 
enterprises—some employing thousands and even 
hundreds of thousands—the smaller establish- 
ments in the group having not more than 100 
employes still provide 45 per cent of the business 
And outside of agriculture, there are a 
million one-man concerns among the country’s 
total of 3,047,000 business enterprises, Mr. Ross 
pointed out that since Pearl Harbor all business 
enterprises have decreased 10 per cent, due more 
to fewer new ones being started than to the ex- 
tinction of established ones. 

Description of the one-man establishments as 
having no employes, except the self-employed pro- 
prietor, may cause the importance of this group 
to be minimized. Many times these little enter- 
prises—stores, repair shops, service establish- 
ments—are family projects, absorbing enough of 
the labor of several members of the family to 
keep those members from becoming job-seekers 
in the industrial markets, 

Such businesses in the smallest classification 
are confronted with extreme difficulties under 
war conditions in -keeping all the various ac- 
counts and records required by all the income tax 
laws and regulations and rationing and price 
control regulations, If they are to be encour- 
aged when the war is over, their burdens in this 
respect must be lightened. 

The smaller industrial enterprises—perhaps 
with a hundred or so employes—have played an 
extremely important part in this country’s prog- 
ress. These frequently are the development 
laboratories of revolutionary products. These pro- 
vide the incentive to try new methods and to ex- 
periment with inventions which may have been 
ignored by the older, established enterprises. 

The facts about small businesses are recog- 
nized in the Baruch report, by the Committee for 
Economic Development and by various congres- 
sional and administration agencies. Translation 
of this interest in such enterprises into active 
means for their encouragement will help im- 
mensely in solving the postwar job problem.

When former Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kansas 
was running for President in 1936, he gave his 
opponents some excellent ammunition, and dis- 
mayed some of his strongest supporters, by as- 
sailing the administration’s reciprocal trade pol- 
icy, in a speech at Minneapolis. The Govern- 
ment, he said, had “sold the American farmer 
down the river” by its trade treaties. He added: 
“In too.many of the present agreements, We are 
the fellow who got the blind horse.” 

The criticism he received at the time, or ob- 
servation in the intervening years, has brought 
a change of heart, for Mr, Landon expressed a 
wholly different philosophy in an address last 
week in Kansas City. He advocated a change in 
tariff policies, not in the direction of protecting 
home interests exclusively, but toward opening 
up wider world trade, as a means of postwar re- 
covery and peace-keeping. In fact, he came pret- 
ty close to the free-trade doctrine which has al- 
ways been anathema to stalwart Republicans,

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The Nazi Peace Feeler 


A possible clew to the origin of the recent 
Pravda rumor-column report on British-German 
peace discussions comes from Istanbul, where a 
British correspondent hag learned of Nazi pro- 
posals for ending the war, submitted through a 
neutral diplomat to London and Washington. 

The terms offer sweeping concessions, and also 
a joker that explains why no answer was re- 
ceived. Most of the points are among Allied war 
aims: evacuation of German-occupied territory, 
end of the Nazi air force, navy and merchant ma- 
rine, abolition of propaganda, and so on. At the 
end comes the trick: a bid for close consultation 
by Germany with Britain “on matters concern- 
ing common defense interests.” This can be 
nothing but another Nazi move for British sup- 
port in a joint war on Russia; hence a new ef- 
fort to split the Allied front.

The sky is black with chickens coming 
home to roost at the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power. Most are a reflection of the bank- 
ruptcy of recent coal policy, 


In April, 1942, the Economist wrote: “The 
coal-mining industry has been one of the 
outstanding failures of British economic 
policy in the present war.” 


There is no reason to revise that judg- 
ment after two years in which the coal 
industry has moved from crisis to crisis. 
Production has continued to fall, and it is 
exceptional for the national target of 4.2 
million tons a week to be realized, 


Artificial respiration and palliatives have 
been applied; boys have been directed into 
the mines to make good the loss of man 
power, Such measures may have provided 
temporary relief. But not even the Prime 
Minister’s oratory could solve the present 
dilemma. : 

The public may be excused a certain 
impatience. One week, it reads that the 
miners have been awarded a higher na- 
tional minimum wage, and the next, that 
output has fallen, and that 276,000 tons 
were lost in strikes in the fortnight follow- 
ing publication of the award, 


Fallacy of Minimum Wages 


The Porter tribunal made it perfectly 
clear that to grant a minimum wage was 
“an unsatisfactory method of increasing 


wages, since it fails to provide an incentive 


for increased production or more efficient 
work.” It rejected the miners’ claim for in- 
creased piece rates, as inconsistent with 
the granting of a minimum wage, and in- 
stead urged the industry to proceed with a 
fundamental overhaul of the wage struc- 
ture, described as “long overdue.” 


But by only raising the national mini- 
mum, the margin between piece workers 
and day workers was narrowed, and to 
eliminate this would mean in fact the 
application of increased piece rates, which 
the tribunal had rejected. To grant a 
general increase in the guise of correcting 
“anomalies” mightAnly lead to a string of 
new claims. The effects of the Govern- 
ment’s refusal, however, are unfortunate; 
output is bound to decline still further and 
there will be no incentive to earn above 
the £5 ($20) minimum, 


No More Promises Wanted 


The miners’ attitude is umderstandable. 
They have been treated alternately to 
threats and cajolery, and have been led to 
expect, from declarations by the Prime 
Minister, Major Lloyd George and Mr. 
Bevin, that their interests were so much a 
matter of national concern that they would 
get nearly everything they asked for. 

Now that the men have got the whip 
hand, with labor at a premium and. a 
desperate demand for coal, they seek to 
exploit their position, With bitter memories 
of broken pledges, they prefer to get what 
they can now, rather than to rely on 
promises of poatwar security. At the same 
time, it would be shortsighted for them to 
discredit their own tribunal, 

Most members of the public would agree 
that good wages in coal mining—perhaps 
even better wages than the present—are 
desirable. But wages cannot be treated in 
a vacuum, They must be related to output, 


y 


And while wages have been rising from 
$11.20 to $22.30 a week, output has been 
falling from 22.9 cwt. to less than 20 cwt. 
per man-shift. The inevitable result has 
been a steep rise in the price of coal, 


It is not the immediate crisis in the coal 
industry that is so alarming; it is the evi- 
dence that a very difficult long-term prob- 
lem is merely being tinkered with or let 
drift. During the war, one concession after 
another has been made to the miners, 
relating to their conditions of work, their 
‘wages and the method of determining 
wages. Each concession has raised costs. 


It would be wrong to say that these con- 
cessiongs should not have been made—or 
indeed that more ought not to be made 
now. But the only way in which they make 
long-term sense is if they are combined 
with a policy for quite drastically increas- 
ing the efficiency of the industry. Of such 
a policy there is less than no effective sign. 


Control Won’t Be Enough 


The British mining industry will no 
doubt never be as fully mechanized as 
many others. But if the methods used in 
the best British collieries were generally 
applied, a great step forward would be 
taken, 


This sort of technical reorganization is 
quite incompatible with the present struc- 
ture of the industry, It is not so much that 
the industry is privately owned as that it 
is owned in so many units of differing size, 
financial strength, efficiency and compe- 
tence. A system of control from central 
authority is of very little effect if it leaves 
the basic structure untouched, 


Salvation now can only be found through 
a rigidly non-political, technical approach. 
If to follow this procedure means to arrive 
at nationalization or some other form of 
public ownership, there should be no 
shrinking from it. 


It is not easy, of course, to enter upon 
a drastic scheme of reorganization now. 
Both politically and industrially, the mo- 
ment is ill-chosen. It would have been 
much better to have begun in 1942 and to 
have had something to show for the 
change now. But it will never be easy to 
begin, and when it is a question of putting 
a stop to a policy of weakness and drift, 
there is never any time like the present. 


NOW THAT APRIL’S HERE

Last August, Louis Bromfield wrote a 
piece of fiction for the Reader’s Digest, 
predicting that by February “most of our 
people will be living on a diet well below 
the nutrition level.” February came. No 
famine. 


Mr. Bromfield set his alarm clock ahead 
for April. Watch out for April, he said. 
So here it is April. The War Food Ad- 


iministration ushered in the month by ap- 


pealing to every American family to be 
patriotic by eating more eggs. The OPA 
has removed all frozen fruite and vege- 
tables from rationing during the next four 
weeks, because cold-storage lockers are 
bulging with provender and must be cleared 
out. Canned vegetables remain at “bar- 
gain” levels in points, and the April alloca- 
tion of butter for civilians has gone up by 
22,000,000 pounds.

Temper of Our Era Criticised 
In Terms of Some ‘Blind Men 


“A Certain Blind Man,” by Robert Elliot Fitch. 

(Charies Scribner's Sons, New York.) 

The certain blind man whose case history 
was given by Luke the Physician received 
his sight because he owned to his bilind- 
ness, but the Pharisees, though blind, pro- 
fessed to see, therefore their sin remained, 
Under these sayings of Scripture, Dr. Fitch 
examines the spiritual condition, heritage 
and destiny of the American people, giving 
less attention to the certain blind man 
who received his sight than to the many 
who, though they are blind, profess to see. 

Proof of the blindness of the many is 
the complacency that prevailed during 
peace, put away during war but likely to 
re-appear after the war in the resurgence 
of a bourgeois culture with its delight in 
pleasure, profits, comfort, peace, ease and 
isolation, with the economist as its chief 
spokesman, peddling panaceas and dis- 
pensing opiates, proclaiming the orthodoxy 
of optimism. Against a return to the un- 
regenerate sentimentalism of a material- 


istic culture, the author protests, 
> . « 


For simplification, Dr. Fitch turns to 
examples of the “learned ignorance” of 
certain blind men in our time: 

Henry Ford—Industrialist and mechanic- 
al genius, blind to the social realities of 
the world in which he lives, viewing labor 
as a narrowly economic instead of a 
broadly social question, cultivating man as 
a consumer but unable to grasp the cul- 
tural implications of the. machine that he 
manufactures. To him, history is bunk and 
human nature is bunk, but money and 
machinery are real. 

Charles Lindbergh—Tragic figure’ with 
an initial bias to the machine, but in- 
capable of comprehending the men who 
made it and used it, with his latent Fasciam 
which he did not recognize because with 
him it was simply “an intuitive preference 
for a social order which should be stripped 
of the irrelevancies of human freedom and 
of human feeling, and which should dis- 
play only the cold, steely precision of a 
beautifully tuned airplane motor.” 

Calvin Coolidge—Pure embodiment of the 
most chaste ideal of Mammonism, Yankee 
Mahatma, “incorruptible in his complac- 
ency, smug to the point of sublimity,” fit 
symbol for a generation which exhibits no 
tokens of achievement, moral or intellectual 

« « 

Further analyzing Coolidge, Dr. Fitch 
sums him up: “It was the great genius of 
Calvin Coolidge, as the spiritual leader of 
the culture of complacency, that he gave 
his followers a sense of utter security by 
the simple expedient of acting as though 
there were no problems to worry about.... 
But that the spell of the peace of Coolidge 
—a peace that passed not the understand- 
ing because it was below the level of 
understanding—is yet strong in its hold on 
the minds of men is shown by the many 
persons who still yearn, in infantile re- 
gression, for the return to politics of the 
sanctimonious do-nothingism of that high 
priest of a complacent prosperity.” 

None of these certain blind men, says Dr. 
Fitch, “could see the catastrophe toward 
which this generation marched.”

Tomorrow

EVERAL techniques are used 
S in preparing brown potatoes 

with roast meat, One is to put 
the pared potatoes in raw beside 
the meat about an hour before the 
roast has finished cooking. This 
results in a silghtly shriveled po- 
tato of a waxy texture which is 
the kind that many people have 
learned to enjoy. Another is to 
parboil the potatoes until almost 
done and then place them in the 
drippings beside the roast. This 
produces a potato larger in size 
and mealier in texture. A third 
method is to boil the potatoes un- 
til almost done and then brown 
either by frying in deep fat to the 
desired color or panfrying in some 
of the roast drippings to the de- 
sired luscious brown. This is the 
handsomest of all types because it 
is more even in color and has a 
dryer, mealier texture which is 
especially responsive to the appli- 
cation of gravy. So take your 
choice of potatoes, then choose 
your method of preparation. But 
not matter what you choose be 
sure to serve as soon as the pota- 
toes are done because potatoes be- 
come sodden on standing.

Luncheon egg dish, cut four 
strips bacon into small pieces and 
saute in a skillet.

and add to one CRE, beaten, three- 
fourths cup milk and two table- 
spoons melted butter, Let stand 
until liquid has been soaked up. 
Pack dressing into center of meat; 
roll meat around it, and fasten 
with skewers and string. Place in 
open roasting pan, bake at 350 de- 
grees F. for one hour, 15 minutes. 
Turn roast occasionally to insure 
even cooking. Baked potatoes 
and carrots, one and _ one-half 
pounds potatoes and eight car- 
rots; bake with roast. Spinach 
and onion salad, one-third pound 
spinach, finely shredded, one small 
onion, sliced thin, six radishes, 
sliced thin, French dressing. 
Bread, eight slices, enriched, 
Prune whip, Mash one and one- 
half cups cooked pitted prunes, 
add two teaspoons lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoon lemon rind. 
Beat two egg whites until foamy, 
gradually add two tablespoons su- 
gar and beat until stiff. Add 
prune mixture. Pile lightly into 
greased baking dish. Bake 30 
minutes in moderate oven at 325 
degrees F. Butter or fortified 
margarine used on all breads. In- 
clude in today’s menus, milk to 
drink: Seven cups for children, 
three cups for adults.

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP).—

é6 OST high schools have in- 
tensified their physical ed- 


ucation work because of 
the war. Some have installed com- 
mando courses. How will the ado- 
lescent heart stand up under these 
demands?” 


The question asked here really 


comes down to the old subject of 
athlete’s heart. We used to hear 
about athletes who had exercised 
so much in youth that they had 
an abnormal enlargement of the 
heart and then later in life when 
they got soft this was too big for 
their body and the heart muscle 
fibers got replaced by fat, and 
this caused heart failure and a 
breakdown in health. 

This conception of athlete’s heart 
is mostly a myth. There is no 
evidence that a heart ever en- 
larges too much for the individual 
body;s needs, nor that any un- 
happy consequences would follow 
if it did. There is no evidence 
that athletes who trained inten- 
sively when they were young 
break down with heart failure any 
more frequently in middle age 
than those who have not had such 
intensive training. 

IT IS TRUE that the break- 
down which afflicts many men in 
middle age or early old age is due 
to hardening or changes in the 
arteries and that this condition 
centers on .a form of heart failure, 
and that athletes are just as sub- 
ject to arterial degeneration in 
middle age as the rest of the 
population, but no more. No one 
could say that intensive athletic 
exertion in youth predisposed to 
changes in the arteries, the pre- 
eminent heart disease of middle 
age. 

To take such conspicuous ex- 
amples as Walter Camp, football 
star and later athletic director, 
and Theodore Roosevelt, who led 
the strenuous life, both of whom 
died before the scriptural age 
limit and to ascribe their com- 
paratively early deaths to the ex- 
ertions of their youth is not an 
argument supported by the facts.

DR. ALLEN 8S. JOHNSON, an 
authority on such gubjects, writ- 
ing in “Hygeia,” the health maga- 
zine, says: 

“There is no convincing evidence 
that a healthy heart is damaged 
by strenuous or even violent ex- 
ercise. Fatigue causes one to quit 
before one can injure the heart 
itself. But 30 years ago prospec- 
tive athletes were forced to under- 
go little, if any, physical exami- 
nation to determine their fitness 
for strenuous competitive ath- 
letics. In this era the blood pres- 
Sure apparatus was just an in- 
triguing gadget; the X-rays were 
not used for measuring the size 
of the heart, and the electro- 
cardiograph was unknown. Nor 
was the importance of certain 
types of infection fully appre- 
ciated in relation to their predis- 
position to cardiac damage. In 
other words a certain number of 
aspiring athletes with already 
damaged or otherwise abnormal 
hearts were allowed to participate 
in sports which added insult to 
and set the stage for a 
breakdown later in life.”

high school pupils are now get- 
ting will cripple them or their 
hearts in after life. 

As a matter of fact moat high 
school boys do not have enough 
physical conditioning. Young men

“The presentation of this scroll 
will have a very personal signifi- 
cance to me,” said the Judge, who 
was born in “the first port 30 
miles above Hannibal, Mo.,’ “for 
it was in 1902, in June of that 
year, that I had the pleasure of 
receiving my postgraduate degree 
in law at Missouri University 
from the hands of Mark Twain 
himself. Twain himself received 
his LL.B. then, and handed out 
our diplomas to all of us.” 

The Judge put on a somewhat 
hurt and pained expression to 
show us the expression on Twain’s 
face when the author of Huckle- 
berry Finn, The Adventures of 


Tom Sawyer and other American 
classics, in making his 1902 presen- 
tation speech, drew gales of laugh- 
ter from his auditors. 

“One of Twain’s chief charms 
as a raconteur was that he talked 
as though nothing he saw was 
funny,” said Judge Moore. “In 
fact, he talked as though every- 
thing he said was so serious even 
handclapping at the end bordered 
on the sacriligious. Twain’s sense 
of humor, a thing of dynamite, 
was doubly explosive by virtue of 
the gravity in which he wrapped 
it. In telling us to fare forth 
into the world and be honorable 
men, etc., he told us a story out 
of his own youth the gist of 
which was, I remember, that the 
watermelon he most enjoyed eat- 
ing was one he stole from a col- 
ored man’s wagon.”

HE picture, Lasky told me, 
T wu have its world premiere 
May 3 in New York. Other 
stops, besides the one in St. Louis, 
have been made by Lasky in Den- 
ver and Chicago. 

“John T. Fredericks, in Chicago, 
on his ‘Of Men and Books’ radio 
program, referred to Mark Twain 
as America’s greatest goodwill 
ambassador to the world,” said 
Lasky. “We hope the picture 
will do honor to that beautiful 
summation of a cardinal by- 
product of Twain’s literary life.” 

The picture, he said, was one 
year “in stydy,” several months 
in the writing, and 12 weeks in 
the shooting. Special camera 
crews were sent to the Mississippi 
River for background shots. 

It will be remembered that 
Lasky, in addition to being one of 
the three great pioneering names 
in the movie industry, was one of 
the Mark Twain pioneers in the 
industry. The original versions in 
films of “Tom Sawyer,” “Huck 
Finn,” “The Prince and the Pau- 
per,” and “Pudd’nhead Wilson,” 
the latter starring the late Theo- 
dore Roberts, were all made by 
Lasky, 

“It was in consideration of my 
‘Mark Twain past’ that the Mark 
Twain estate consented to release 
to me the original manuscript of 
the Mark Twain letters, lectures 
and autobiographical memoirs, and 
rare photographs and prints of the 
author,” Lasky said. 

Frederic March plays Mark 
Twain “complete with 10 different 
makeups portraying Twain from 
the age of 25 to his death.” 

Ninety per cent of the river 
pilots who will be honoring Lasky, 
Warners’ and Mark Twain are at 
present, regardless of age, in the 
United States Coast Guard,” Hoff- 
man told me.

West led the spade three; East 
won and shifted to the four of 
diamonds. West won, and for no 
good reason returned the diamond 
three. Declarer won, drew three 
rounds of trumps, then ran the 
diamond suit, discarding both of 
dummy’s clubs. Meanwhile, East 
and West sere frantically signal- 
ing to each other with high and 
low clubs, until they actually 
reached the point where West was 
down to the blank king and East 
t. the equally blank ace. Declarer, 
having run out of diamonds, then 
ruffed the club deuce, ruffed a 
spade with his own last trump, 
and found uimself in somewhat 
bewildered possession of the ful- 
filling trick in the three of clubs!
